Patent Number 5,670,370. The '370 patent discloses a nucleotide sequence encoding 
a cell killing function which is regulatably expressed when the replicon is harboured in a 
host cell. (See abstract). Given that this replicon serves the same function for killing 
cells in a cell population it is deemed to be a functional equivalent of the claimed gene 
encoding a RelE polypeptide. Accordingly, the unique special technical feature of the 
claimed invention is found to be lacking, and restriction to the different groups is 
appropriate. 
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Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include an election of the invention to be examined even though the requirement be 
traversed (37 CFR 1.143).
